The decision climaxed a week of 
noisy and angry debate on pro­ 
posed changes. 
I he house had adopted am e n d ­ 
ments, one at a time, which would 
have exempted many hundreds of 
thousands of w ork ers— the exact 
number was in furious dispute— 
from 
the 
provisions of the law'. 
Then it surveyed its handiwork in 
its entirety and found it bad. 
A roll-call vote of 211 to ITI 
undid all that had been done and 
rejected the 
am e n d m e n ts 
as 
a 
w’hole. A second vote, 205 to 175, 
recommitted the entire subject to 
th* house labor com m ittee for fur­ 
ther study and re commendations. 
Victory and Defeat 
Ender the prevailing situation, 
leaders had no 
expectation 
that 
the co m m ittee could complete its 
work in time for action before the 
-ession's 
scheduled 
J u n e 
a d ­ 
journment. 
Tho result was both a victory 
iud 
a defeat for administration 
leaders in congress. 
T h e 
latter 
had vigorous ly opposed the sw eep ­ 
ing am e n d m e n ts which were writ­ 
ten into the hill in th e roars* 'or 
the debate. Their victory lay In 
the 
fact that In th e en d these 
amendments were rejected. 
Hut, the administration 
forces 
had endorsed a series of milder 
changes, m ost of them proposed 
by the w’age-hour administration 
Itself. 
Chairman 
Norton (D -N J) 
and her coll eagues of the labor 
co m m ittee made a last minute e f­ 
fort to obtain approval of these 
by opposing the motion to recom­ 
mit — but lost.

Tho Escanaba W P A project for 
additional beach work and con­ 
struction of tennis courts and soft­ 
ball d* amonds has been approved 
in Washington by W P A authori­ 
ties and the president, City Mana­ 
ger George E. Bean was informed 
in a telegram yesterday. 
The city i: ready to begin opera­ 
tions just as soon as state W P A 
authorities assign the workers. 
The telegram yesterday was in 
reply to one sent Thursday and 
was signed by Senator Prentiss M. 
Brown. 
It said: 
“ Glad to inform you Escanaba 
beach and 
recreation 
project 
is 
approved by W P A here and by the 
President. 
Project 
now eligible 
for operation in discretion of state 
W P A adm inistrator.” 
Beginning of this project, prob­ 
able within two weeks unless Lan ­ 
sing authorities halt or slow it. 
would put 2 85 men to work on 
the beach and recreation job. add­ 
ing 185 to the present IOO w ork­ 
ing at the beach, and employing 
all W P A enrollees in the city. 
Final touches were put yester­ 
day on a city streets and sidewalk 
construction program that a ll o w s 
$20,000 for payment of labor. The 
project w ill be forwarded today to 
Marquette and from there to Lan ­ 
sing for W P A approval, hut 
w i ll 
not have to he sent to W ashing­ 
ton. 
The $20,000 expenditure, which 
would pay 200 men for two months 
already has been 
sanctioned 
by 
Washington 
and 
only state ap­ 
proval is necessary as to the work 
to bp done with the m o n e y . 
Little delay is expected in get­ 
ting approval. 
This project calls for construc­ 
tion of 75,000 square feet of side­ 
walk and five blocks of pavement, 
some storm and sanitary sewers 
and the cutting back of about 40 
sidewalk 
corners 
at 
Ludington 
street 
intersections, 
as well as 
placing a concrete white line cen­ 
ter m arker along Ludington be­ 
tween Ninth and Twelfth streets. 
Curves of IO foot radius w ill 
replace t h e square corners at th e 
4 0 Ludington street corners.
